And Aaron lifted up his rod, and ſmote 
the waters that were in the river, in the 
fight of Pharaoh and in the fight of his ſer- 
vants : and all the waters, that were in the 
rivers, were turned to blood; and the hh 
that was in the river died: and the rive. 
tank, and the Egyptians could not drink ut 
the water of the river: and there was blood 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 
And the magiciaus did ſo with their en- 
chantments ; . . . . . Exod. vii. 20, 21, 22. 
And Aaron ſtretched out his hand over 
the waters of Egypt: and the frogs came 
up and covered the land of Egypt.

Noth- 
ivg under the degree of a God 
could be a match for Mambres. 

Such was the perſonage whom 
Amaſis had choſen for the ſuperin- 
tendant of his daughter's houſhold : 
he had always acquitted himſelf, of 
that high truſt with his wonted pru-

He was touched by the ſighs of 
the beautiful Amaſida.

But this is a miſtake throughout; the 
Feremiah here meant, for all he loft his pen- 
ſion for that time, though not a prophet like 
his name-ſake, was a much better covrtier. 
Moreover, all hiſtorians agree, that a man's 
becoming a magpye no more vacated his 
penſion in Egypt than it does in England. 
So far from it, that it ſeldom failed to pro- 


cure him an augmentation, [Calendarius 
Aulicus.] 
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good old friend, reigned in tranqui. 
Itty over the kingdoms of Babylon, 
Damaſcus, Balbec, Tyre, Svriz, 
Aſia Minor, Scythia ; the countrics 
of Thoras, of Moſock, of Tubal, 
of Madai, of Gog, of Magog, o. 
Tavan, of Sogdiana, of Aroriana, 
of the Indies, and of the Iſles. 
And behold ! all the nations of 
this mighty Empire rcjoiced every 
morning and ſaid: “ Long live 
% the great Nebuchadnezzar, King 
of Kings, who is a Calf vo lon- 
« per.” Since Which it has been a 
cuſtom in Babylon, that fo often as 
the Sovereign, after being groſsly 
impoſed upon, by his Satrapes, or 
by his Magicians, or by his Trea-

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ſurers, or by his Women, or by his 
Mother, comes to the ſight of his 
miſtake, and ſets things right again;

At leaſt, 
I know many honeſt gentlemen in a certain 
kingdom, who, upon the ſtrength of my 
text, have been liſtening after ſuch a thing, 
any time theſe fourteen years, with all the 
the ears they have; and who all declare, 
they ſee not a whit more likelihood of it 
now, than they did at firſt, As to the rea- 
ſon, the learned are divided. Some ſay, 
tis becauſe he never was a calf : others ſay, 
tis becauſe he never ai be otherwiſe, —
